Mark and group - from the wisdom of the county hunters. The longer the 
ant the better. The higher the loading coil on the ant the better. On 20 
M the ant guru worked it out for me one time that a good 20 M mobile ant. 
is about 6db down from a full size vertical. A bottom loaded mobile ant. 
is down about 6db from a top loaded mobile ant. 20 M will work better 
then 40 M simply because you can get the ant. closer to the "proper" 
length. I never worked out the math on 40. 


That said it is also important where the ant is mounted. Too close to the 
metal of the car and it will couple with the car itself. The rear bummer 
of a minivan is one of the worst places to put the ant. Remember too 
that the car is the ground plain for the ant. so it will effect the 
radiation pattern. That can be real noticeable when you turn a corner and 
the signal fades into oblivion on you. 


One sight you will see at county hunter convention is ever imaginable 
ant. known to man. But one thing which is usually fairly common is what a 
call a folded ant. The ant is folded over at a 90 degree angle at the 
loading coil. This allows the ant to be a tall as possible. This works 
real well for an ant on the top of a minivan.

Almost any large stationery store -- Office Max, Office Depot, Arvey's -- 
sells Avery labels. In spite of the name, Avery labels come in all sorts of 
useful non-gummy configurations, business cards, 3x5 cards, 4x6 cards, 
greeting cards, and yes, postcards. Avery and other folks also sell the 
software to format them. They come in 8-1/2 x 11 sheets you can feed into an 
Inkjet or laser printer without fiddling around with the feed tray, etc., and 
they are microperfed so they burst apart very cleanly after printing. There 
are "labels" with pre-printed background illustrations, plain white, with and 
without colored borders, etc. You can not only make up QSLs this way, but 
ham business cards to give out for eye-ball QSOs, etc. 

Most of the later word processors, Corel, Word, WordPerfect, etc., have 
the formatting built-in, you select 'making labels' and it will lead you to a 
choice of Avery products by number. There are other companies that make 
similar products, but all of them that I am familiar with use the Avery 
layouts, and usually include the corresponding Avery product number alongside 
their own.

I realized this oversight after I had published the mod. The "cure" is 
pretty simple. To set the TX offset, you need to lift one end of the 2.2K 
resistor you added and cut the PCB track under the AGC1 link (on the 
underside of the PCB). Then you can set up the TX offset just like in 

the manual. When you have done it, you can put a small wire link into 

the AGC1 link position and re-solder the 2.2K resistor in place - there, 
done!

Worked all evening on the ZM-2, and I want to thank 
the TWELVE (12) people who responded with help, 
advice, and solutions. Especially want to thank 


Joe Gervais, AB7TT for his note, because his 
was the final solution. 


The two problems were: 


1. Apparent errata in the manual which Joe pointed 

out: "The error in the pictorial sketch ("Rear View 2") 
is that Tap 2 off T1 *xSHOULD* be going to C1-A, 

NOT C1-B. You may want to double-check that, but 
that's the correction I added to Rear View 2. And 
again, the actual schematic is supposed to be 

correct." 


2. Tuning cap screws were making contact with the face 
plate, which Joe also pointed out: "The other thing 

to check is that those !&/#%!&@i#%! pesky big tuning 
caps are really definitely absolutely beyond a shadow 
of a doubt NOT making ground contact with the metal 
faceplate. Jay, you probably remember that from our 
FYBO '98 soldering adventure. :-)" 


After switching Tap 2 of T1 to C1-A, and putting some 
heat shrink tubing over the shaft of each tuning cap, 
I had joy.

The NorCal Minutes -- such as they are ! 


I stepped out of the soggy weather into the California 
Burger at 10:30am -- about an hour after the first ostrich 
burger was heading for the fry grill. I wasn't early or 
late because NorCal meetings have no official beginning or 
end -- you're always just in time. There is no gavel that 
starts or adjourns the meeting. There are no motions, 
Robert's Rules of Order, steering committees, boards of 
directors, treasurer's reports or other tedium. Those 
activities are "illegal" at NorCal meetings. Since there's 
never any old business or new business you can cut right 
to the chase with, "what's up?" Zombie shirts and Levis 


are typical of the dress code -- very casual. And, to call 
a NorCal meeting -- a meeting -- is a bit of a stretch. 
It's more akin to being on the film set of the old TV 
sitcom "Happy Days." Same burger palace -- just a 
different cast of characters -- minus Ron Howard & Fonz. 
Resistor kits -- OK, first of all, there are still some 
NorCal resistor kits available -- contact Doug Hendricks, 


I guess. The capacitor kits are shipping on June 1st -- 
still time to place an order. And, there's a serious rumor 
of a NorCal toroid kit following the Cap Kit. This may be 
a top military secret, so you probably didn't hear it from 
me ;) The NorCal component kits are a superb value for the 
builder/experimenter. You simply can't match NorCal's 
buying power as an individual big savings! 


Celebrities present -- Bill Kelsey -- N8ET, of Kanga US 
was there. Nice to put a name with a face, and get caught 
up on Kanga business. Local celebrities included Dave "Red 
Hot" Fifield and Mike "Blue Sky" Gipe. Absent were, 
Elecraft's Wayne & Eric and Wilderness Radio's QRP Bob. 
Probably getting their road shows ready for Dayton. I 
didn't see Doug Hauff either. 


New Radio -- a beta test board of Dave Benson's new DSW 
was making the rounds. Dave has "raised the bar." 90 bux 
gets you a digital version of his SW+ transceiver 
featuring a DDS VFO, keyer, AFA and 2 watts of RF out ! 
Judging from the crowd reaction, Dave will sell a ton of 
these boards. 


Colorful characters -- Mike Gipe got a new Sherline 
mini-lathe and was showing off his first productions: 
knurled aluminum knobs. Mike explained that he starts with 
an 8" solid cube of T-6061 aluminum and reduces it to a 
handsome 1" diameter tuning knob. Quantity-one prices 
start at $80 per knob, and quantity 10 prices are $100 per 


knob. Mike, always the prankster, explains that it's more 
work to turn 10 knobs, thus the price bump. Aluminum 
shavings are a bargain at $5 for a 35 pound bag. We had an 
interesting conversation on the "Zen of Morse." He 
explained that in his Zen-state he can head-copy 50 wpm, 
but he can't copy 20-22 wpm. Everyone 

standing around us nodded in agreement. He recommends the 
RUFZ computer program for sharpening up your head-copy. 
Sounds like a German-engineered "bootcamp" for training 
aspiring contest CW ops from our DL friends at DARC 
(Deutscher Amateur Radio Club.) 


Power to burn -- Next, I saw an interesting lead-acid 
battery project, housed in a metal RS enclosure -- TWO 
8-cell 12V arrays of "D" size lead acid batteries -- good 


for 2.5AH per array. Either array could be selected from a 
DPDT toggle switch on the front panel. It had a "gas 
gauge" that consisted of a row of perhaps 8 LEDs ranging 
in color from Green = full, Amber = midway, Red = empty. 
Plenty of granularity between the LEDs. The "gas gauge" 
was written-up in a back issue of QST and part of the 
popular 6-Pack Kanga kits. 12V @ 5AH in a box with a 
footprint the size of a Sierra ! Compact, useful and quite 
heavy :-) Nice job ! 


Among the "freebies" -- Toroid beads, International Coffee 
tins (the “emerging QRP packaging standard") and Motorola 
MPS-918 transistors, said to be good for VHF. 


Among the bargains -- 4 - 2000hm "Big Boy" resistors (in 
parallel = 50ohms) for a 20W dummy load, some very cool 1" 
self-stick copper tape from 3M for rolling your own proto 
boards. Just cut your own "tracks," stick ‘em to a piece 
of ABS and drill your holes with the Dremel. Solder and 
enjoy. Nice! Found some nifty clusters of mini-mini-LEDs 


on a tiny PCB -- 4 for 25 cents and some 2.5mm jacks -- 3 
for a buck. And, did I say there are still some NorCal 
resistor kits -- available thru Doug Hendricks -- 


excellent value. I bought two of ‘em ! 


Red Hot -- Wow, time for a Coke over at the fountain and 
then attempt to find Dave Fifield. The burning question 
around Dave's Red Hot booth seemed to be, "Why aren't 
there any 15M monobander kits in the US?" Dave explained 
that there are design challenges related to adequate gain 
at that frequency, but he fully expects a Red Hot 15M to 
launch in the near future. We assured him that the world 
would beat a path to his door if he could do it! 


World's fastest designer -- Steve "melt solder" Weber's 
name came up a few times. Many in NorCal are impressed at 
how fast this guy can take a 1985 vintage VCR, strip it 
for parts and by 10:00pm that same evening he's created a 
TV sweep generator that will also transceive on 6 meter FM 
! NorCal admires that in a designer. 


Commercial message -- Did I mention that Doug Hendricks 
has a few extra NorCal resistor kits for sale? So, if you 
missed that amazing buy, there's still time to snag a kit. 
The cap kits will ship ~ June first. After that NorCal may 
offer a toroid kit, although pricing details, etc weren't 
available. Sounds like NorCal might continue working their 
way through the component/hardware kits -- great savings 
for us builders! 


Sometimes I wonder what Doug and NorCal will do next. 
Doug's starting to think in quantities of 1,000,000 parts 
as a "buy." It wouldn't surprise me if he's plotting a 
scheme to take over Motorola and kit-up all their ICs as a 
NorCal project. 


The new RS 3amp (#22-503) switching power supply seems to 
be getting very popular with the QRP crowd. It's a heck of 
a buy at the sale price of $39.99, right down the street 
at your RS store. 


It was nearly noon and I had to fly. I ordered an ostrich 
burger and a Coke, did the good-byes and hit the freeway. 
Next month it will be an entirely new adventure at the 
California Berger -- it always is. If you're in the 
neighborhood, stop by.

Hi all, 


Just thought that you might like to hear about a positive experience 
with a new radio. 


I have been looking at what to do about getting a HF mobile set up in my 
new (last year) 5th wheel hauler, a 1998 Dodge 2500. I have a Kenwood 
TM-732 ( that will soon be hitting the road for sale) and an Alinco 
DX-70. I had been using both in a previous install with pretty good 
results. I had (and still have) to leave the HF radio intact and not 
separate the head from the body of the radio. Same thing with the 
Kenwood. There is not a log of room in the Dodge. I know, with a truck 
that big you would think that there would be room, but with the third 
seat in the middle of the front and the enormous cup holder (I like my 
coffee!) there was just not room. There is another ham here locally that 
has a Dodge and just got the new FT-100. He has mounted the radio on one 
of those flexible mounting stalks like you would mount a cell phone on. 
It works really nice! Anyway, picked up the FT-100 and the ATAS-100 auto 
tune (Yaesu screwdriver) antenna. I cannot say enough good about this 
setup. I have purchased and built a lot of radios over the years, and 
have been more pleased and had more fun with this radio and antenna than 
any other commercial setup, it is cool! 


The radio is really compact and light. I have the complete rig mounted 
to an adjustable cell phone stalk mount right at the edge of the front 
seat and bolted to the floor. This allows me to move the radio out of 
the way if needed, but it is right at the edge of the fold down center 
"table" for finger tip operation. This console also it perfect for CW 
work mobile. I have the antenna mounted on the edge of the hood using a 
Diamond fold down UHF/VHF antenna mount. The ATAS-100 accepts a standard 
SO-239 mount. The antenna gets its DC voltage to spin the motor and tune 
the antenna via the coax so there is just one connection to the antenna 
base. 


I have made several contacts with the setup on 17 SSB, 20 CW qrp, 40 
SDB, 40 CW, and 20 SSB and so far all of the reports are great. This is 
a really good CW rig. I don't have the crystal CW filter yet (comes in 
500 and 300, I am getting the 300) but it does have a killer DSP setup 
built in. You can adjust the noise reduction, the amount of notch, and 
the CW bandpass. It comes with 240, 120, and 60 hz bandpass choices for 
the onboard DSP. With this kicked in, there is some reduction in audio 
output but makes the difference between hearing them and not. This DSP 
works! And a word about the noise blanker. I have had trouble with 20 
meters mobile as I have a fair amount of ignition hash. The DX 70 would 
not dent this. The TS140 that I have would get rid of just enough to 
make it workable. The FT100 kills it all. With the NB off, I have S7 
noise. With it on, it all but disappears. Killer! 


Everything on this radio is adjustable via the menu. Power out (to 
nothing) on all bands and modes from 440 to 160 meters, CW keyer mode 
(straight, iambic a and b, bug!) and speed, cw memory, FM deviation, SSB 
compression, modulation level, on and on. It is easy to use and the 
choices are staggering. 


To tune the antenna, all you do is push the tune button on one of the 
menus and it adjusts. The manual says that it is not optimized for 30, 
17 or 12 meters, but I have had great results on 17 and 30 meters so 
far. 


I am pleased. Sorry that I rambled, but thought you all would like to 
have first impressions. I have had the rig for about a week now and 
would recommend it in a heartbeat for anyone that is looking for a 
killer all band all mode mobile or base. I will let you know about the 
vhf and greater performance as I get more time on those bands.

After reading about the Park Rangers view on slingshots and Spud launchers, 
I decided to share my favorite antenna launch device, the "KK5NA Water 
Bottle" and antenna system :) . It is the 16.9 FLOZ or 500 ML water 
bottle(yes the kind Bottled Water comes in) I carry at least one of these 
with me all the time(I usually buy one, then refill it over and over), never 
without a drink that way. 


Well, I fill it 1/2 way with water(more water for higher trees) , tie a 
piece of wire/string to it, and lob it over/into a tall tree. Then 
depending on the location/terrain string the wire to advantage(maybe even 
over another tree) and finally into my tuner. This has worked great when 
staying overnight in a motel, just 30-40' of wire into a tree outside, in 
the door and wallah on the air. 

We used this method in QRPTTF last month(see pictures at 

http: //www.quadj.com/QRPTTF499.html ) and worked coast to coast and Canada 
from here in Texas with no problem. 


Note: the method works well to put ropes over trees, send up dipoles, and of 
course wire. The advantage is when you want it down, just tug a couple of 
times, and then let go, the bottle will usually drop thru the tree to the 
ground. If not, a good pull will separate the wire and it can be recovered. 
Try it, works great!

Ron - I don't have all my reference materials here at work, but I am thinking 
the 7AH batteries I have are spec'd to be "fully charged" when the charging 
current drops below 80-90 milliamps. I have seen these numbers vary a bit 
between manufacturers of the batteries, but in general are around these numbers. 
And, as you would think, as the battery AH rating is increased or decreased, the 
"fully charged" current point goes up or down too. But be careful with this, as 
it is tied to the charging volts/cell too. For example, if you reduce your 
charging voltage, the current going to the battery would drop too which can 
mislead you into thinking that the battery is charged when it really isn't. 


I use the method called constant voltage charging. You can use this or constant 
current charging typically. The manufacturer's sites listed below have some info 
on this subject. How it is accomplished and the results you are looking for to 
call the battery fully charged vary between the two methods. 


I think I normally charge around 2.35 to 2.4 volts per cell for cyclic use and 
then drop back to around 2.25 volts per cell for floating the battery ona 
charger (that's from my feeble memory!). But I don't do this much. Mainly just 
charge them up and remove them from the charger. The advantage of an "automatic" 
charger is that you don't have to watch the battery to prevent much overcharging 
if you are charging at the full rates. The cyclic and float volts/cell numbers 
also seem to vary a bit between manufacturers too, so check this out if not on 
the labelling of the battery.

Yesterday I read two postings from people with AM detection problems in 
direct conversion receivers [1,2]. This was a good excuse to reread some 
of my QRP books. Actually I don't need much of an excuse. Anyway here 
is some of what I found out. There's a list of references at the end. 


N9YSQ has a problem with his Kanga Foxx Xcvr being overloaded by a local 

AM broadcast station. I looked at the Foxx schematic and I'm impressed 

by the simplicity of it, 3 transistors and a LM386. One transistor is 

used for keying. Another transistor is a crystal oscillator. The remaining 
transistor does everything else, mixing during receive and buffering during 
transmit. There aren't any components for selectivity at RF. 


The lack of selectivity at RF is probably why N9YSQ has the problem he has. 
Some solutions he might consider are moving away from any broadcast band 
transmitters, or maybe building a filter to reject the AM signals. 

There is a filter article in the 1992 handbook [5] that looks like it might 
fix him right up. He also needs to make sure all his leads are as short as 
can be and everything is enclosed in his aluminum box. 


The problem WT9S is having is described by Doug DeMaw, W1FB, in [7] on page 
71. He goes on to describe how to design DC receivers that don't have the 
problem so much. A classic QRP rig, The Optimized Transciever by Roy 
Lewallen, W7EL, is described in [6]. I'm pretty sure it doesn't have the 
problem because I have a OHR QRP Sprint [4] which is based on that design 
(maybe it even is that design), and it doesn't have the problem. 


I'm not familiar with the Howes rigs but I've heard good things about them. 
If they're well designed, then maybe the problem is a construction error 
near the mixer. Perhaps the wrong component installed in the wrong place. 
But I'm just guessing. 


Anyway, I hope this helps.

Hi all, 


I did the chassis work for the Little Honk transmitter (6AH6 oscillator, 7C5 
PA) this weekend, and I've got a question I hope somebody here can answer. 
I'm asking here rather than on the glowbugs list because it concerns the 
properties of toroidial chokes. 


What I'd like to do is use a broadly self-resonant choke between the 
oscillator and the amplifier. This (I'm thinking) would let me get the 
maximum drive on both bands (40 and 30m) without needing to tune the 
oscillator output / PA input. The "normal" oscillator choke in such 
circuits was traditionally either a 1 mH or a 2.5 mH, but these are 
self-resonant down around 2 MHz, so their reactance is getting kinda low at 
7-10 MHz. 


So, any thoughts on how to create a choke self-resonant at say 8-8.5 MHz? 
Core type to use? Q of the resultant choke? If the winding capacitance is 
too low I imagine I could put a fixed cap across the choke. If the Q is too 
high (shouldn't be if I choose the right core, right?) I suppose I could 
also put a resistor across the choke to lower it. So, anybody done this 
kind of thing before, or have any ideas?

Here's another way, but it will take some practice. I use it 
to establish SSB receiver accuracy for USAF MARS procedures. 


Set the RX to SSB sideband of interest, tune in WWV (10,15,20 mhz) 
then make fine tuning adjustment until the WWV audio tone harmonics 
line up exactly with the audio tone fundamental. The harmonic 

zero beat is weak and does take practice. My FT-840 is typically 
10 Hz high at 10 mhz. My K2 was 40 hz high prior to any adjustment. 
Just another feature of EleCraft K2 "kit" that amazed me. 


Down side of this method is that WWV must be sending a tone. If 

there is any doubt about the tones being heard, flip between 

Sidebands and make the fundamental audio tone sound the same 

on both sideband settings. With the kK2, the filters need to be 

set correctly for the sideband flipping to work. Also, the 

15 mhz WWV is pretty far outside the K2 20 m filters, so it 

is weaker than 10 or 20 mhz. Also, under ideal conditions, 

the K2 S-meter will show the beat on two or three bars ,,, 
truly amazing little rig.
